the other side of which the enemy's picket had been 
posted. 

On moving on to Pipree to tho enemy’s encamp- 
ment, I found it deserted ; and it) was evident from a 
quantity of things, arms, accoutrements, and large sup- 
plies of rice and flour strewn about on the ground that 
he had been alarmed and had taken a hasty departure. 
On being assured by a herdsman that the Rajah 
mounted on an Elephant with the majority of his force 
had gone Westward, I pressed on the Cavalry, who 

however could make no way, owing to the dense part 
| of the jungle and a serpentine ravine impeding progress ; 

while the enemy, concealed, opened fire upon them. 
I brought up my Infantry in front and driving 








oame across arms, accoutrements, and brass utenails 
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that had boa. flunk away ; and continuing for five miles, 
we captured th2 Rajah’s Horse, Palanqnin and two 
Camels heavily lalen with all his property, consisting 
of shawls, musliny, clothing apparel and cooking uten- 
sils. The enemy havmg been entirely dispersed, and 
the track of the Elephant having been lost, I collected 
my Force and retired through the jungle making for 
Pipree. On destroying the enemy’s huts as well as 
every thing found thereabout, and a Tiger fastened by 
achain near the Rajah’s dwelling, 1 moved off and 
reached Camp at 1-30 p. um. 


The enemy’s loas was about fifteen men, and it would 
have been certainly greater, but for the dense jungle 
and the knowledge of it, which particularly favored it, 
T am happy to say T had only one Horse wounded, 

In conclusion, I have the cratification of hestowing 
much credit due to the Infantry and Cavalry, and 
I would make known the Jength of time they were 
under arms, thirteen hours, during which time they 
could not have gone less than thirty miles.

They however precipitately abandoned them, 
as we drew nearer, ‘and fearing leat they should slip 
altogether eut of our hands, 1 advanced with the 
Cavalry at a gallop. 

The village was deserted, but on entering the ra- 
vines a smart fire was opened on us from both flanks, 
and I observed the enemy in considerable force, occu- 
pying the steep sides of the ravines. 

The ground being utterly unsuited for Cavalry, I 
retired out of fire, and the Infantry which had by 
this time arrived, advanced to the attack under the 
able guidance of Lieutenant Cock, they drove the 
enemy from onéposition to another, pursuing them from 
the distanee-of nearly a mile and a half, when finding 
from the nature of the ground that thie ineffectual 
skirmishing’ might be interminably centinued, and 





having achieved the object intended, I ; eatumed ie

Proceeding about 
5 miles further through jungle of so dense and 
thorny a nature that it was with great difficulty 
that we made any way at all, we came upon their 
advanced picquet and drove it in without loss on either 
side ; pushing on with every possible desp&tch we 
surprized their Camp situated on a very rocky and 
difficult hill, well-known as one of their favourite 
resorts ; after a short stand made at a wall of rocks, 
about 6 feet. in height, which they had raised across the 
path, they fled precipitately through the jungle in every 
direction ; owing to the early hour at which = this 
taok place (viz., about an hour before sunrise) and the 
notorious densencss of the Jheejhun jungle, I was 
unable to pursue them as efficiently as I could have 
wished, but many I believe were shot down and 
wounded during their flight. My own Casualties 
were one Sepoy, Mattadeen Doobay, of the 5th Com- 
pany 3let Regiment Native Light Infantry, killed. 
The completeness of the surprize may be imagined 
as more than 100 pairs of shoes, together with 
bedding of every description, were left scattered 
over the ground of their late Camp, the paths of the 
jungle on every side were strewn with clothes and 
weapons, which they abandoned in their flight. Part 
of them attempted to escape on the East of the 
jungle and were attacked by the Ressaldar of the 
Police, whom T had detached to that point ; three of 
them were killed, and the rest ‘effected their escape 
back into the jungle, where it was impossible for 
Cavalry to pursue. 

The main body of the Rebels retreated in the 
direction of Jhecjlun, where they ought to have been 
met by Captain Scott, of the 17th Regiment Madras 
Native I niantry, widli his Detachment ; but owing to 
some nustake as to procuring Guides, I regret to say, 
that their retreat in that direction was unmolested. 

On re-assembling my men on the hill of Kalee 
Paharee, wheres the enemy’s Camp had been, 1 saw 
asmall force of bout fifty men as well as I could 
judge, for {hey were more than a mile off, advancing 
towards the hill from the North-East; from the 
regularity of their movements, as well as from the 
glittering of their fixed bayonets, ] sup daa them 
to be the Detachment of the 17th Madras Native 
Infantry, althou:;h coming from a different direction 
to that in which we expected them; but this morn- 
ing a letter from Captain Seutt states that, owing 
to the reasons stated above, he did not move from his 
original position at Pipera. I can therefore only con- 
jecture thet it was the party of Rebel Sepoys who 
are said to accompany Desput in all his wanderings. 
I consider that tie efleet produced on the Rebels by 
this affair will be most beneficial as showing them 
that the de:sest jungle and most favorable position 
afford them Init little more shelter than the open plain. 

Their numbers, I am informed, were from 4 to 
500 men, and it is supposed under ‘the Command of 
Desput himself, as papers directed to him and some 
bearing his signature, together wifh une or two 
articles which were identified as pelangmg to him, 
were found in their Camp. 

They are said to have carried some wounded with 
them in their retreat. 

My best thanks are due to Mr. P. Wigram, who

of January 1858, under the Presidentship of Colonel 
Dawes, of the Bengal Artillery, an Officer of hich 
character and attainments. Ié was instructed to in- 
vestigate charges involving traitorous hostility to the 
British Government, and the murderous sacrifice of 
European life. But it was preeluded from passing 
sentence, the life of the Ex-King, having, on his sur- 
render to British Authority, been guaranteed, 


3. Her Majesty's Government entirely approve of 
your proceeding in bringing the Ex-King to trial. 'Phe 
investigation partook rather of the character of a 
Court of Enquiry than of a judicial tribunal. Whilst 
the Commission was precluded from passing sentence 
upon the prigoner, it was empowered to extend its en- 
quiries beyond the primary object of ascertaining the 
guilt or innocence of the accused. Tt was properly 
held that the opportunity of obtaining reliablo infor- 
mation respecting the origin and progress of the Mi- 
litary rebellion both from the witnesses examined and 
from the documentary evidence produced at the trial, 
ought not to be neglected ; and that therefore the 
Court should be restrained by no legal formalities, 
from taking evidence upon any point, the elucidation 
of which might be alvantageous to the public interests. 
The investigation was, therefore, as much of a political 
as of a judicial nature, and tho information elicited was 
as varied, as it was interesting and important. 


4, On the 9th of March 1858, after an elaborate 
address from the Deputy Judye eAdvocate-General.. 
(Major Harriott) who conducted the prosecution with 
much ability, the Court brought its proceedings to a 
close.
